Gentlemen: I have the honor to submit the following report of 
the activities of the health department for the fiscal year 1920. 

Part I. 

PUBLIC HEALTH IN THE DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA DURING THE CAL- 
ENDAR YEAR 1919, WITH A SUPPLEMENTARY STATEMENT RELATING 
TO THE FIRST SIX MONTHS OF THE CALENDAR YEAR 1920. 

Detailed statistics of births, stillbirths, deaths, and cases of report- 
able diseases are set forth in the appendix, to which reference must 
be made for information not found in the body of this report. 

POPULATION. 

The last police census was taken toward the close of the calendar 
year 1919 and gave a total population of 455,428, of which 340,796 
were white and 114,632 colored. The birth rates, stillbirth rates, 
death rates, and morbidity rates for the calendar year 1919 are based 
on this population. 

GENERAL BIRTH RATES AND DEATH RATES. 

For purposes of comparison, the total number of births, stillbirths, 
and deaths recorded during the calendar year 1919, with correspond- 
ing birth rates, stillbirth rates, death rates, and similar data for

These figures are based on the 8,231 
births reported.

furnishing a live birth rate of 17.50, and among the colored 2,267, a 
live birth rate of 19.77.

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Three thousand two hundred and seventy-five white children were 
born in institutions, of which 128, or 3.9 per cent, were born dead. 
The number of white children born in the homes was 2,911, 94, or 3.2 
per cent, being born dead. Among the colored population 857 births 
occurred in institutions, with 9.9 per cent born dead, -while in the 
homes 1,654 children were born, of which 9.6 per cent were stillborn.

STATISTICS OF ILLNESS AND DEATHS. 

General mortality. — During the calendar year 1919, 6,372 deaths 
occurred, as compared with 9,582 for the previous year. These 
figures show a reduction of 3,210 deaths. The death rate decreased 
from 22.95 in 1918 to 13.99 in the year just closed. It is most gratify- 
ing to report that the records show this to be the lowest death rate 
recorded in the history of the department. The greatly increased 
death rate during the calendar year 1918 was due to tno influenza 
epidemic which prevailed during that year

Mortality by age periods. — During the year 85 deaths occurred in 
the first year of life to each 1,000 reported births, while in the pre- 
ceding year 111 deaths under 1 year of age for each 1,000 births were 
recorded. These figures show a very marked decrease in the death 
rate of children in nrst year of life. The death rate of white infants 
was 67 per thousand, that of colored 135. For detailed statement, 
see table on page 82.

As rabie3 continued to prevail in the District of Columbia, the com- 
missioners on June 25, 1919, renewed their proclamation of previous 
years requiring the muzzling of all dogs running at large. This pro- 
clamation became effective July 9, 1919, and continued for a period 
of one year. 
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INFLUENZA. 

Influenza made its reappearance in the District of Columbia in the 
early part of September, 1919. It did not, however, assume epidemic 
proportion until the first part of January 1920. From September 1, 
1919, about the time of its reappearance, to April 1, 1920, 4,294 cases 
were reported with 253 deaths. While the epidemic was severe and 
resulted in a very large number of cases and deaths, the infection as 
a whole was not of so virulent a type as in the epidemic of 1918-19. 
The general hospitals of the city were crowded to the limit with the 
sick and thousands of patients were treated in their homes. While 
the health department was not called upon to open and operate an 
emergency influenza hospital, as was the case during the first epi- 
demic, it nad, however, every arrangement completed to care for all 
patients who could not be treated in other institutions. A survey of 
the city had also been completed, and the pastors of certain of the large 
churches located in different sections of the city had turned over their 
edifices for use by the health department if they should be needed. 
The Instructive Visiting Nurses Society, the Ked Cross, and the 
public-school nurses rendered most valuable service in caring for the 
sick. The previous epidemic proved quite clearly that little, if any, 
good was to be expected from the general closing in large cities of 
public places such as churches, schools, and places of amusement, and 
in view of the past experience it was decided not to place restriction 
on these places; consequently all places were allowed to remain open 
during the entire time of the outbreak. The health department de- 
sires to express its deep appreciation of the whole-hearted support 
and cooperation given it by the citizens and organizations of the Dis- 
trict during the time of the epidemic. 

ENCEPHALITIS LETIIARGICA (SLEEPING SICKNESS). 

Encephalitis lethargica, an acute infectious disease characterized 
by jprogressive lethargy or stupor, made its appearance in the District 
of (Jolumbia in the early part of 1920. The virus responsible for this 
disease has a special affinity for the central nervous system, and prob- 
ably enters the body through the nose and throat. As the disease 
was one not required by law to be reported to the health department, 
the department was without definite or accurate information as to 
the extent to which it prevailed. With a view to securing reliable 
information on the subject, the department on March 26, 1920, mailed 
to every physician in the District a letter requesting their cooperation 
in preventing the spread of the disease by promptly reporting to the 
health department all cases of "sleeping sickness " coming under 
their care. In response to this appeal, 33 cases were reported be- 
tween March 26 and June 30, 1920. Of this number, 5 died. The 
disease has, so far as the health department is advised, now disap- 
peared from the District.

Smallpox hospital, quarantine station, and leper hospital. — During 
the fiscal year 1919-20 the smallpox hospital cared for 68 patients. 
The institution was in active operation 200 days, the total number of 
patient days* service rendered being 714. 

The average number of patients in the hospital each day during the 
period when the hospital was in active operation was 3.5 and the 
average for the entire year was 1.9. Each patient stayed in the 
hospital an average of 10.5 days. 

The quarantine station was in active operation during the fiscal 
year 1920, 125 days, and cared for during that period 25 inmates, the 
total number of inmate days being 147. 

While the institution was in active service the average number of 
inmates per day was 1.1. The average number of inmates per day, 
calculated on the entire year, was 0.4. The average stay of an 
inmate in the institution was 5.9 days. 

The leper hospital was in active service every day from May 5, 
1920, to June 30, 1920. A patient suffering from the tubercular 
form of leprosy applied at one of the hospitals in this city for treat- 
ment. The nature of the disease from which he was suffering being

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suspected, the health department was notified and assumed charge 
of the patient. The following history was obtained from the patient: 

He was born in New Orleans, La., and lived in that city until he 
enlisted in the United States Army, April 7, 1917. He was sent from 
New Orleans to Camp Beaureguard, La., and from there to Fort 
Leavenworth, Kans., from which place he was transferred to Alcatraz 
Island. It was while at Alcatraz Island that he was discovered to be 
suffering from leprosy, and was sent to a general hospital in San 
Francisco, and later sent to the leper colony at Carville, La. He 
escaped from that institution in the early part of March, 1920, and 
came to Washington, arriving here Marcn 25, 1920. 

The presence of this leper m the District of Columbia has necessi- 
tated the reopening of the building formerly occupied by John Early, 
a leper, and the employment of special caretakers to look after him. 
It is hoped and expected that this leper will soon be taken in charge 
by the United States Public Health Service, and transported to the 
national leprosarium in the State of Louisiana, which has recently 
been taken over by the Federal Government for the treatment of 
lepers in the United. States. 

Ambulance service. — The ambulance service for patients suffering 
from minor contagious diseases has been much improved during the 
fiscal year 1920. In the appropriation act for the fiscal year 1920 
provision was made for the purchase and maintenance of a motor 
ambulance. This ambulance has been purchased and was placed in 
operation on or about February 3, 1920. Patients can now oe trans- 

Sorted to the hospitals with much greater comfort and dispatch than 
as heretofore been possible with the horse-drawn vehicle. During 
the year the ambulance transported 603 patients suffering from minor 
contagious diseases. Patients suffering irom smallpox were removed 
to the smallpox hospital in the ambulance provided for that purpose. 
Cost of contagious-disease service. — A statement of the cost oi the 
contagious-disease service will be found on page 64. 

Isolation wards at Garfield Memorial ana Providence Hospitals. —

Disinfecting service. — During the year 2,137 premises were disin- 
fected and 406 articles exposed to infection on such premises or in 
some other way were disinfected at the disinfection station. These 
figures show tnat 241 more premises were disinfected during the 
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fiscal year 1920 than were disinfected during the preceding year. 
The cost of maintaining the service for the year was $7,241.81. For 
a more detailed statement of the work done by the disinfecting service 
and the cost of such service, see pages 39 and 64. 

Public crematorium. — Five hunared sixty-one bodies were cre- 
mated — 76 adults, 169 infants, and 316 stillborn babies. The total 
cost of maintenance was $1,756.17. In 61 cases bodies were cre- 
mated for persons who paid for such services, the fees from this 
source amounting to $1,495. The amount received for private 
cremation was but $261.17 less than the entire cost of maintenance. 

On page 15 will be found a statement showing the progress of 
cremation in the District of Columbia since the year 1900. 

Bacteriological laboratory. — Twenty thousand seven hundred and 
fifty-eight specimens of various kinds were examined in the bacterio- 
logical laboratory during the fiscal year 1920 as compared with 
18,215 during the previous year. The cost of maintaining the 
laboratory for the year was $7,171.24. 

Serological laboratory. — During the fiscal year 1920 3,313 speci- 
mens of various kinds were examined. A detailed statement showing 
the character of these specimens and the results of examination will 
be found on page 49. The cost of maintaining the laboratory during 
the year was $3,243.91. 

Dispensaries. — Tuberculosis clinic: This clinic was opened for 
patients September 10, 1918. The number of patients examined 
during the fiscal year 1919 was 619, while during the fiscal year 1920 
842 were examined, showing a substantial increase in the general 
attendance at the clinic. The number of positive cases found was 
316, of which 108, or practically 35 per cent, were in the incipient 
stage of the disease. The importance of the early diagnosis of the 
disease is recognized by all medical authorities familiar with the 
subject. The nurses made 5,384 instructive visits to patients' 
homes and 199 nursing visits during the fiscal year 1920. During 
the year 59 children of school age were referred to the special schools 
for tuberculous children. Eight hundred and thirty-two X-ray 
pictures were made during the year of persons presenting themselves 
for examination, a very great increase over the previous year. The 
X-ray apparatus has proven of the greatest assistance in making 
diagnoses, especially in children. 

Venereal disease clinic: The clinic was opened November 21, 1918, 
and from that time until the close of the fiscal year 1919 the total 
number of patients treated was 561. During the fiscal year 1920, 
1,174 new patients were treated. The total number of visits made 
to clinic was 5,201. Eight hundred and four Wassermann examina- 
tions were made during the year, and 1,559 salvarsan injections 
were given. Of the total number of patients treated, 270 had 
syphilis, 257 gonorrhea. Six hundred and forty-seven examinations 
were made for miscellaneous genito-urinary conditions. 

Literature relating to venereal diseases was freely distributed dur- 
ing the year and special efforts put forth to secure regular attendance 
of the patients at the clinic. It is very much regretted that up to 
the present time the effort of the healtn department to secure legis- 
lation for the control of venereal diseases in the District of Colum- 
bia has been unsuccessful. Every State in the United States, with 
two exceptions, and the District of Columbia, have enacted laws for 
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the control of venereal disease. In the absence of such legislation, 
the health department is seriously handicapped in its effort to pre- 
vent the spread of these diseases. The District of Columbia, the 
Capitol City of the Nation, should be in the forefront of the nation- 
wide campaign which has for the past two or more years been so 
actively conducted for the suppression of venereal diseases. Dur- 
ing the year a medical inspector was detailed to make short addresses 
or talks before certain organizations on the subject of venereal-dis- 
ease control. Among the organizations visited were Brightwood 
Citizens' Association, Kalorama Heights Citizens' Association, 
Parents' and Teachers' Association, Vaughn Bible Class, Anacostia 
Citizens' Association, Colored Ministers' Association, St. Philips 
Baptist Church, Mid-City Citizens' Association, Woodmen of tne 
World fraternity. It is hoped that the bill now pending in the 
District Committee of the House of ^Representatives may at the 
next session of Congress be taken up ana favorably acted upon. 

Figures showing in detail the activities of the venereal disease and 
of the tuberculosis clinics will be found on page 54 of this report. 

MEDICAL INSPECTION OF PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

A report covering the operation of the medical and dental inspec- 
tion service, including the work done by the school nurses and at 
the dental clinics, will be found in the report of the board of educa- 
tion. 

Four dental clinics were established and put in operation during 
the fiscal year. These clinics are located in the following-named 
school buildings: Curtis, Grover Cleveland, Tyler, and Old M Street 
High School, the last-named being for colored pupils. 

Since the opening of these clinics, 3,339, or 5.88 per cent, of the 
pupils attending the graded schools were given dental treatment. 
One thousand five hundred and seventy-three of these pupils had all 
of their dental defects corrected at the clinics. There were per- 
formed 8,939 fillings, 3,735 extractions, 13,742 other operations, and 
496 local anaesthetics. The demands made on the dental clinics 
now in operation have demonstrated the urgent need for additional 
clinics, and in the estimates submitted for the fiscal year 1922 recom- 
mendation is made for four additional clinics. 

The two schools, one for white and one for colored pupils, are still 
being maintained for the education of pupils suffering from com- 
municable forms of tuberculosis.

Detailed cost of inspection, amounting to approximately $11,101.14, 
appears on tables printed on page 64 of this report. 

Slaughterhouse inspection. — During the year 11 slaughterhouses 
were under inspection by the health department. The larger establish- 
ments engaged in interstate business are, as heretofore, of course, 
subject to inspection by the United States Department of Agricul- 
ture and<by the health department of the District. The inspection 
of such establishments is, however, left substantially to the Federal 
department. 

At the establishments under inspection by the health department 
42 cattle, 55 sheep, 55 calves, ana 187 hogs were examined during 
the year. The carcasses of 17 cattle and 28 hogs were found unfit 
for food and condemned. 

Dairy farm supervision. — The following table shows in detail the 
amount and kind of work done dining the fiscal year 1920 with 
respect to dairy farms on which milk and cream were lawfully 
produced for sale in the District of Columbia:

During the year the health department received official reports 
showing 13,741 cattle on dairy farms producing milk or cream for 
sale in the District of Columbia were tested for tuberculosis. Of 
this number, 459 reacted to the tuberculin test and 50 were regarded 
as suspicious.

The special attention given to soda fountains, ice cream, and soft- 
drink establishments during the year 1919 has been continued during 
the year just closed. As a result of this campaign for the sterilization 
of glasses and the proper cleansing of all equipment, 139 prosecutions 
were brought, resulting in the imposition of fines amounting to $644. 
Twenty-three prosecutions were instituted for violation of the laws 
and regulations relating to the sale of milk in the District of Columbia, 
resulting in the imposing of fines amounting to $635. 

Grading ofmiUc. — A bulletin showing the grade of milk sold by the 
dairies in the District of Columbia is published monthly and will be 
mailed to any persons making written request therefor. 
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Chemical control of foods other than milk and cream. — Eight hundred 
and fifty-two samples of food other than milk and cream were exam- 
ined chemically during the fiscal year 1920. For detailed statement 
concerning this work see the report of the chemist, which appears 
in the appendix of this report. 

BACTERIOLOGICAL LABORATORY.

BUREAU OF SANITARY INSPECTION. 

General nuisance inspection. — During the year 9,401 complaints were 
acted upon. These complaints necessitated 12,876 inspections to be 
made. Official calls other than for calls made for the service of a 
notice outside of assigned inspection districts numbered 21,574. 

Approximately 72,687 official visits were made by the sanitary 
inspectors during the year. 

Violations of laws and regulations for the prevention and abate- 
ment of nuisances to the number of 12,452 were reported and in 
12,030 cases compliance was procured before the close of the fiscal 
year. Prosecutions were instituted in 883 cases charging violation 
of the laws and regulations relating to public health. At the close 
of the fiscal year 1919, 54 were pending, making the total to be 
accounted for, 937. These cases were disposed of as follows: Nolle 
prosequi was entered in 729 cases; personal bonds, 3; forfeiture of 
collateral, 129; acquitted, 5; fines imposed, 7; leaving 64 still pending 
at the close of the year. 

The fines and collaterals collected amounted to $720. 

The practice of entering a nolle prosequi in cases of nuisances for 
the maintenance of which the defendants were charged without 
bringing such cases to attention of court tends, in my judgment, to 
handicap the work of the department and to create a disregard for 
the notices served by the health department. It is believed if the 
cases were brought before the court that the violators of the health 
laws would soon learn to give more serious consideration to the 
notices served upon them for the abatement of nuisances than is 
the case at the present time. 

To procure the abatement of nuisances on property belonging to 
nonresident owners, 430 notices were served under the assessment 
system. In all but seven cases, the nuisances were abated by the 
owners. The seven cases in which the District Government caused 
the necessary work to be done at a cost of $98.51, the amount was 
assessed against the property. 

Sanitary inspection of places of employment. — Systematic inspections 
were made of printing offices, bakeries, lunch rooms, restaurants, and 
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other similar establishments in the interest of the health and physical 
well-being of the persons employed therein. 

The following table shows the number of stables, barber shops, 
laundries, privies, fowl and pigeon houses, sewage-disposal systems, 
and lodging and tenement houses registered and under observation 
by the health department during the fiscal year 1920, the frequency 
with which such places have been inspected, and in a general way, 
the results: 

Registration and inspection of stables, barber shops, laundries, privies, fowl and pigeon

The enforcement of the weed law is given such time and attention 
as can be spared from other more important duties devolving upon 
the sanitary-inspection service. 

Private Jwspitals and asylums. — No licenses were issued during the 
year to maintain private hospitals for human beings. 

Cost of bureau of sanitary inspection. — The approximate cost of the 
sanitary-inspection service, exclusive of smoke-inspection service, 
was $24,750.48. 

EIGHT-HOUR FEMALE LABOR LAW. 

The number of establishments within the District of Columbia 
coming within the purview of the eight-hour law for women during 
the fiscal year was 2,010. 
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During the year 12,794 inspections were made and 122 complaints 
acted upon. Twenty-three cases were referred for prosecution for 
violation of the law regulating the hours of employment of females, 
resulting in fines and forfeitures amounting to $320. The cost of 
enforcing this law for the fiscal year was $4,716.97. 

CHILD WELFARE SOCIETY. 

The Child Welfare Society, formerly known as the Washington 
Diet Kitchen Association, has maintained during the fiscal year eight 
welfare stations "for clinical examination, advice, care, and treatment 
of children under 6 years of age." Toward the support of this society 
Congress in the appropriation act of June 5, 1920, appropriated 
$15,000. 

The expenditure of this fund was made under a contract between 
the Child Welfare Society and the health officer, as provided in the 
act making the appropriation. The activities of the organization are 
rapidly increasing and much valuable information is imparted to 
mothers of children at the various centers referred to, instructing 
them in the proper care of their children. This society is doing 
splendid work and is entitled to all the support that can be given it.

THE POUND SERVICE. 

During the fiscal year 4,613 animals were received at the pound — 
2,840 dogs, 1,746 cats, 24 horses, and 3 mules. Seventeen hundred 
and eighteen dogs were captured while running at large, and 1,122 
were surrenderedfor destruction or quarantine by the persons having 
custody of them. 

Impounded dogs were disposed of as follows: 1,834 were killed,. 
611 redeemed, 378 sold, 1 escaped, and 30 were returned after quar- 
antine. 

The fees collected through the activities of the pound service 
during the fiscal year 1920 were as follows: Fees, $1,292; sales, $689; 
reimbursements for food, $15.75. The total cost of maintaining and 
operating the pound service for the year was $7,319. Deducting 
from this amount the fees, etc., collected, the net cost of the service 
was $5,222.25. For further details of work done see table on page 60. 

Rabies having continued to prevail in the District of Columbia, the 
commissioners on June 25, 1919, again issued a proclamation requir- 
ing the muzzling of dogs running at large, this requirement to be in 
effect until July 9, 1920. 

BUREAU OF ADMINISTRATION. 

Dr. J. Paul Frey, chief bureau of preventable disease and director 
of bacteriological laboratory, resigned March 28, 1920. This de- 
partment has, up to the present time, been unable to secure the 
services of a competent man to fiU the position. The salary of the 
office ($2,750) is not sufficiently attractive to men possessing the 
necessary qualifications for the position. 

It is with sincere regret that I have to report that Mr. George W. 
Rae, poundmaster of the District, was killed and three laborers 
injured while in the performance of their official duties on February 
16, 1920, when an Army truck collided with the impounding vehicle. 
Mr. Rae was appointed poundmaster February 1, 1914. 

Correspondence and files. — During the year 10,765 written and 
5,393 oral complaints were received. Fourteen thousand nine hun- 
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dred and eleven letters were sent out by the department, and 1,291 
special reports were entered and filed. The cost of maintaining the 
bureau during the year was $12,089.98. 



BUREAU OF VITAL STATISTICS. 

This bureau recorded during the year 6,586 deaths, 8,890 births, 
and 544 stillbirths. 

Transcripts from records. — The following table shows the number 
of transcripts issued from the records of births, stillbirths, deaths, 
and marriages during the fiscal year. One hundred and eighty- 
three transcripts were issued without fee to various bureaus and 
offices of the Government.

Permit and complaint office. — Fifty-three hundred and ninety- 
three complaints were received during the year. 

Cost. — The cost of maintaining and operating the bureau of vital 
statistics for the year was $7,082.75. Fees for the issuance of tran- 
scripts amounted to $725, leaving the net cost of the bureau, 
$6,357.75. 
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LEGISLATION. 

During the year the following amendment to regulations govern- 
ing public health was made: 

Commissioners of the District op Columbia, 

Executive Department, 

June 25, 1919. 
Ordered, That under the provisions of section 7 of the act of Congress approved June 
19, 1878, entitled " An act to create a revenue in the District of Columbia by levying 
a tax upon all dogs therein, to make such dogs personal property, and for other pur- 
poses," the commissioners hereby give notice that every dog in said District shall, for 
a period of one year from and after July 9, wear a good substantial muzzle, securely 
put on, so as to prevent it from biting or snapping; and any dog going at large during 
said period without such muzzle shall be taken up by the poundmaster and impounded.

RECOMMENDATIONS . 

It is earnestly recommended that every effort be put forth at the 
next session of Congress to secure the passage of legislation for the 
control of venereal disease in the District of Columbia. The District 
is far behind the other cities of the country in this matter, and the 
health department is seriously handicappea in its efforts along this 
line by the absence of needed legislation. 

I have to recommend, also, that an earnest effort be made to secure 
the enactment of needed legislation to regulate day nurseries and in- 
stitutions for the care of children in the District oi Columbia. Such 
legislation, in my judgment, is urgently needed to safeguard the 
health, comfort, and physical well-being of the children who are con- 
fined in these places. 

A copy of a bill with this object in view was submitted by the health 
officer to the commissioners some time ago, and it is hoped that some 
legislation of the kind may be secured during the next session of Con- 
gress. 

I have to recommend, further, that renewed efforts be made at the 
coming session of Congress to secure the enactment of the bill now 

Sending to regulate the sale of milk in the District of Columbia, 
[earings have been held on the proposed legislation, but the hearings 
were not concluded in time to enable the special committee having 
the matter in hand to make its report.

REPORT OF THE CHIEF MEDICAL INSPECTOR. 

August 10, 1920. 
Dr. William C. Fowler,

Sir: I have the honor to submit the following report for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1920, of work done in the contagious-disease 
service, disinfecting service, and the public crematorium. The 
figures relating to administrative matters cover the fiscal year named. 
Those relating to morbidity and mortality cover the calendar year 
1919. 

COMMUNICABLE DISEASES. 

Figures showing the prevalence and fatality of each of the report- 
able diseases will be found with tables relating to the disease. There 
was a decrease in the number of reported cases of epidemic cerebro- 
spinal meningitis, measles, pellegra, scarlet fever, typhoid fever, and 
whooping cough. An increase was noted in the number of reported 
cases of anterior poliomyelitis, chicken pox, diphtheria, and tuber- 
culosis. One case of leprosy was reported. 

Diphtheria. — During the calendar year 1919, 1,169 cases of diph- 
theria with 119 deaths (10.18 per cent) were reported, an increase 
over the preceding year, which showed 517 cases reported with 39 
deaths (7.54 per cent). The 1919 figures include 58 Army and Navy 
cases, of which 2 died (3.4 per cent), and the 1918 figures include 75 
Army and Navy cases, of which 2 died (2.6 per cent). 

Five institutional outbreaks occurred as follows, the large majority 
of the cases reported being, however, " carrier cases :"'

The department has endeavored to impress upon those in charge of 
institutions the advisability of having each child admitted to an 
institution isolated until a culture is taken from the nose and throat 
and found negative for diphtheria. However, the outbreaks in the 
institutions above mentioned were not attributed to new admissions 
but to outside infection of children already in the institutions. 

From January 1, 1920, to June 30, 1920 (including 4 Army and 
Navy cases and no deaths), 340 cases and 29 deaths (8.5 per cent) 
were reported, as against 631 cases and 65 deaths (10.3 per cent) 
reported during the same period for 1919 (including 51 cases and 2 
deaths reported by the Army and Navy). 
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Scarlet fever, — During the calendar year 1919, 665 cases with 3 
deaths (0.45 per cent) were reported, as against 883 cases with 16 
deaths (1.81 per cent) during the preceding year. Included in the 
1919 figures were 23 cases with no deaths reported from the Army 
and Navy, and in 1918 there were reported 168 cases with 7 deaths 
(4*1 per cent) from these services. The 1919 figures show a decrease 
over 1918 both in the number of cases reported and in the percentage 
of deaths to cases. 

From January 1, 1920, to June 30, 1920, 463 cases and 7 deaths 
(1.5 per cent) were reported, while during the same period of 1918, 
441 cases and 2 deaths (0.45 per cent) were reported. Included in 
these figures are 6 cases with no deaths reported by the Army and 
Navy in 1920, and 22 cases with no deaths in 1919. 

There was no institutional outbreak of scarlet fever during the 
year 1919. The department endeavors to emphasize upon those in 
charge of institutions the necessity of guarding against the intro- 
duction of cases of contagious diseases into the institutions by 
medical examination of all new admissions. 

Typhoidftver. — During the calendar year 1919, 151 cases of typhoid 
fever with 16 deaths (1U.5 per cent) were reported, as against 217 
cases with 48 deaths (22.1 per cent) for the preceding year. These 
figures include 3 cases and no deaths reported by the Army and Navy 
in 1919, and 13 cases with 4 deaths (3.7 per cent) reported from the 
same source in 1918. No institutional outbreaks and no local out- 
breaks traceable to milk or water supply occurred during this period. 

A summary of the 151 cases of typfroid fever gave tfte following 
information:

In 48.3 per cent of the cases in which information was obtainable 
the premises were well screened, 0.6 per cent had eaten raw oysters, 
24.5 per cent had eaten raw vegetables, 29.8 per cent had eaten ice 
cream, 1.3 per cent had bathed at the bathing beach, 1.3 per cent had 
bathed in the river and at other places, none had employed new 
domestics, 3.3 per cent had visitors at their home, and 1.9 per cent 
had visited other places where a case of typhoid fever existed. 

From January 1 to June 30, 1920, 28 cases (none reported from 
Army and Navy) were reported with 4 deaths, as against 30 cases (1 
from the Army) with 3 deaths for the corresponding period of the 
preceding year. 

Tne clinic maintained at the health department has administered 
Antityphoid serum to all that have applied, regardless of the financial 
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status of the applicant. The number applying for the prophylactic 
treatment is surprisingly small, although tne work of the clinic has 
been brought to the attention of the public through the newspapers 
and persons urged to avail themselves of this protection. 

Smallpox. — During the calendar year 1919, 174 cases of smallpox 
with 1 death (0.5 per cent) were reported. These figures include 1 
case with 1 death reported from the Army. During the previous 
year 48 cases were reported with no deaths. From January 1, 1920, 
to June 30, 1920, there were reported 76 cases with no deaths (no 
cases were reported from the Army and Navy). During the same 
period of 1919 there were 170 cases with 1 death (1 case and 1 death 
having been reported from the Army). 

The vaccination histories of the 174 patients for the calendar year 

1919, as obtained from the patients, were as follows:

Pellagra. — During the calendar year 1919, 12 cases and 10 deaths 
(83.3 per cent) were reported, while during the preceding year 14 
cases and 9 deaths (64.3 per cent) were reported. From January 1, 

1920, to June 30, 1920, 3 cases were reported, all of which died, and 
during the same period of 1919 there were reported 4 cases, all of 
which died. No case was reported from the Army and Navy during 
1918, 1919, or during the first half of 1920. 

Leprosy. — One case of leprosy was reported during 1919. The 
case was reported by the military authorities at Walter- Reed General 
Hospital. He was on the m^itary reservation at that hospital and 
was not under the care of this department. The patient Mas also 
reported by the military authorities as suffering from smallpox, frcm 
which latter disease he h reported to have died. This patient is also 
referred to in the preceding paragraph under smallpox. During the 
period January 1, 1920, to Juno 30, 1920, 1 case of leprosy was 
reported. On March 16, 1920, Willard CentUvre prasented himself at 
the United States Public Health clinic, stating that he was suffering 
from leprosy and had left the leper settlement in Louisiana. His 
case was diagnosed as that of leprosy and he was isolated in a 
building on the Eastern Branch. He remains in isolation at the 
present time. 

]Yhoopiwg covgft. — During the calendar year 1919 there were 
reported 905 cases with 19 deaths (2 per cent), while during the pre- 
ceding year there were recorded 1,749 cases with 48 deaths (2.7 per 
cent\ From January 1, 1920, to June 30, 1920, 401 cases and 3 
deaths were reported, while during the same period of 1919, 466 cases 
and 7 deaths (1.5 per cent) were reported. One institutional out- 
break occurred, as follows :

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It is difficult to impress upon the public the gravity of whooping 
cough. Scarlet fever and diphtheria are looked upon with dread by 
many who appear to regard whooping cough as trivial. The depart- 
ment has endeavored to impress upon those in charge of patients the 
seriousness of the disease. 

Measles. — During the calendar year 1919 there were reported 187 
cases of measles with 1 death (0.6 per cent), as compared with 6,999 
cases and 48 deaths (0.68 per cent) during 1918. The figures for 1919 
include 5 cases and no death reported by the Army and Navy, and 
the 1918 figures include 458 cases and 13 deaths (2.8 per cent) from 
the same source. From January 1 to June 30, 1920, there were 
reported 411 cases and 3 deaths (0.72 per cent), none of which were 
reported from the Army and Navy, wnile during the same period of 
1919 there were reported 145 cases and 1 death, 4 of which cases and 
no death were reported from the Army and Navy. No institutional 
outbreak occurred during the year 1919 or during the first six months 
of 1920. 

Tuberculosis. — During the calendar year 1919, 1,209 cases and 600 
deaths (49.6 per cent) were reported, while during the preceding 
year there were reported 1,140 cases and 690 deaths (60.5 per cent). 

The figures for 1919 include 31 cases and 11 deaths (35.4 per cent) 
reported by the Army and Navy, and those for 1918 include 186 
cases and 7 deaths (3.7 per cent) from the same source. From Jan- 
uary 1 to June 30, 1920, 621 cases and 281 deaths (45.2 per cent) 
were reported, including 38 cases and 3 deaths (7.9 per cent) reported 
by the Army and Navy, while during the first six months of 1919 
there were 344 cases and 234 deaths (68 per cent) reported, of which 
75 cases and 7 deaths (9.3 per cent) were reported by the Army and 
Navy. These figures refer only to pulmonary and other communi- 
cable forms of tuberculosis, the cases of noncommunicable forms not 
being reportable. Cases of tuberculosis reported are frequently lost 
sight of by the department; the patient dies of some other disease 
and the physician in attendance at the time of death may not be 
aware that the patient had tuberculosis, or the patient may have 
left this jurisdiction without the knowledge of the physician making 
the report, and the patient may not himself be aware that he has 
the disease. While it is stated in the law that the health officer shall 
be notified in each instance of deaths or removal from the premises 
of persons having tuberculosis, yet for the reason above stated or for 
similar ones it frequently happens that this is not done. From 
March 3 to June 20, 1920, an inspector nurse was assigned to the 
investigation of cases of tuberculosis which had been reported to the 
department, but with which the department was not in close contact 
through its clinic or regular visiting nurses. There were 820 cases 
investigated. In 773 instances definite knowledge was acquired as to 
the status of the patient. Sixty-nine of the patients were found to 
have died outside the District; 41 had died in the District, but the 
cause of death had been given as other than tuberculosis; 96 were 
found to have left the District and as far as could be ascertained were 
still living. 

Anterior poliomyelitis. — During the calendar year 1919 there were 
reported 11 cases and no deaths, while during the year 1918, 2 cases 
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(1 from the Navy) and no deaths were reported. During the first 
six months of 1920 no case and no death was reported; also during 
the first six months of 1919 there was no case or death reported. 

Epidemic cerebrospinal meningitis. — During the calendar year 1919, 
13 cases were reported with 8 deaths (61.5 per cent), as compared 
with 1918, during which year there were 118 cases with 28 deaths 
(23.4 per cent) reported. Included in the cases and deaths reported 
for 1919 were 2 cases and 1 death reported by the Army and Navy, 
and during 1918 there were 58 cases and 6 deaths (10.3 per cent) 
reported from the same source. From January 1, 1920, to June 30, 
1920, there were reported 3 cases and 1 death (33.3 per cent); 1 of 
these cases and 1 death were reported from the Army. For the first 
six months of 1919 there were reported 8 cases and 4 deaths (50 per 
cent), no case or death having been reported by the Army or Navy 
during that period. 

Influenza. — During the calendar year 1919, 4,264 cases and 388 
deaths (9.1 per cent) were reported, while during the year 1918, 30,695 
cases and 2,028 deaths (6.6 per cent) were reported. The disease 
was not made reportable until October 3, 1918, so the cases reported 
in 1918 do not represent the entire number of cases that actually 
occurred during the year. From January 1 to June 30, 1920, 4,046 
cases and 265 deaths (6.5 per cent) were reported, while during the 
same period of 1919, 3,970 cases and 263 deaths (6.6 per cent) were 
reported. The disease first made its appearance in the District of 
Columbia in epidemic form about the middle of September, 1918. 
It reached its height about October 12, 1918, with a gradual decline 
until about November 1, 1918. A recrudescence occurred about 
December 1, 1918, which continued until about February 1, 1919. 
There were scattered cases reported throughout 1919, and about 
January 13, 1920, it again became epidemic, lasting until about the 

middle of March.

SLEEPING SICKNESS. 

During the early part of 1920 sleeping sickness (encephalitis 
lethargica) appeared in the District, and though a report of cases of 
this disease was not required by law certain physicians reported their 
cases as a matter of interest to the department. On March 26, 1920, 
the health officer requested the physicians to report all cases. Up to 
June 30, 33 cases were reported, 5 of which resulted fatally. A 
medical inspector was assigned to an investigation of the cases. His 
investigation covered 24 cases. The symptoms of the disease were 
variable, but in the majority of the cases there appeared a prodromal 
period of about five days, during which there was general malaise, 
chilliness, and moderate rise of temperature. The chief characteristic 
of the disease was the condition of somnolescence, sensory disturb- 
ances, and muscular twitchings. The lethargy was not a true sleep, 
as the patient was frequently aware of what was happening. In 
5 cases the lethargy covered a period of five days, in 7 a period of 
two weeks or more; in 7 it only lasted a day or two, and in the re- 
mainder it was not a prominent symptom. In 14 cases there were 
observed tremors of the hands, tongue, and facial muscles. In 15 cases 
there was ptosis, 8 of the left and 5 of the right, and 2 bilateral. 
In 12 cases active delirium was present. Below will be found a 
table showing cases and deaths, by age period and race.

DISINFECTING SERVICE. 



During the fiscal year 1919-20 2,137 premises were disinfected for 
the diseases named: Diphtheria, 721; scarlet fever, 605; smallpox, 
66; tuberculosis, 726; meningitis, 9; poliomyelitis, 8; miscel- 
laneous, 2. 
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The following articles were disinfected at the disinfecting station: 
Mattresses, 24; feather beds, 1; bolsters, 1; pillows, 36; quilts, 11; 
blankets, 32; matting, 3; sheets, 9; spreads, 6; bathrobes, 1; rugs, 
5; books, 276; total, 406. 

PUBLIC CREMATORY. 

During the fiscal year 1920 561 bodies were cremated — 76 adults, 
169 infants, and 316 stillborn babies. The total cost of maintaining 
the crematory, including personal service, repairs, supplies, etc., was 
$1,756.17. 

Estimating the bodies of 169 infants as equivalent to 15 adults, 
and excluding stillborn children altogether, an equivalent to 91 
adult bodies were cremated. Figured on 91 adult oodies, the cost 
of cremation for an adult body was $19.29. 

There were 61 private cremations during the year, for. which fees 
were paid amounting to $1,495. Deducting this amount from the 
total cost of maintenance, • the difference is $261.17, which repre- 
sents the net cost to the District of maintaining the crematorium. 

The crematorium was in operation 106 days.

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BEPOBT OF THE CHIEF FOOD INSPECTOE.

Dear Sir: I have the honor to submit the annual report relative to 
the manner in which the food-inspection service has been conducted 
during the fiscal vear ended June 30, 1920. 

You will note that there has been a total of 97,288 inspections under 
the several laws which this department has for enforcement. 

Dairy farms. — A statement snowing the number and location of the 
dairy farms from which milk is sold in the District of Columbia, the 
number of cattle on such farms, and the frequency of farm inspection 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1919, and June 30, 1920, is sub- 
mitted. Every dairy farm sending milk into this District has re- 
ceived reinspection within three months. There has been an increase 
in the number of farms and likewise an increase in the number of 
cows on the farms, which is probably due to the high prices paid 
for milk in the District of Columbia as compared with other near-by 
cities. 

Tuberculosis and tuberculin testing. — During the year there were re- 

Sorted as being officially tested 13.741 cattle on ^slitj farms pro- 
ucing milk or cream for sale in this District. On the cattle reported, 
13,017 passed, 459 reacted, and 50 were regarded as suspicious. The 
percentage of tuberculous animals found decreased from 7.9 to 3.6 
per cent, due to a number of dairy farmers retesting their herds real- 
izing the importance of keeping cattle free from tuberculosis. 

Dairies. — A less number of inspections of dairies was made this 
year than last, due to the visits usually requiring longer inspection, 
which has resulted in the department inducing the management to 
make numerous changes, additions, alterations, and in several in- 
stances new structures which will tend to provide more fully sanitary 
conditions. 

Milk cans. — Approximately 47,420 milk cans being returned to 
producers were examined durirg the year. Of this number, 960 were 
tagged so as to notify the owner that such cans were not suitable for 
the shipment of milk, which resulted in the discarding of the cans. 

Communicable diseases of animals. — There were 136 dogs reported 
to the health department as rabid and were examined bv the depart- 
ment veterinarians. As usual, all cases reported by trie police de- 
partment of persons who were found to have been bitten by dogs were 
acted upon. 

Inspection of restaurants, scft-drinTc establishments, groceries, mar- 
kets, and ether places where foods are prepared for sale and sold. — There 
l has been an increase of over 50 per cent in the number of inspectic ns 
of such establishments for the purpose of causirg the proprietors of 
these establishments to make extensive improvements in the manner 
of handling, preparing, and selling of food products. 

41 
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The regulations pertaining to the proper cleansing and sterilization 
of utensils used in serving of food and drinks at soda fountains, res- 
taurants, and hotels has been rigidly enforced. The enforcement of 
this regulation by this department may be readily classed as one of the 
most important features of the work for the past year. 

Market inspections have not only been in the daytime at the time of 
of the sale, but night inspections were regularly made, which have 
resulted in a better character of food being handled at all times in a 
more sanitary manner. 

Owing to the great increase in the consumption of soft drinks, both 
chemical and bacteriological examinations nave been made of the 
sirups, flavors, and of the products as sold by the manufacturer and 
retailer, which has resulted in an improved condition in the supply of 
soft drinks now received by the citizens of this District. 

Inspection oj ' slavg'hterhovses. — There are 11 slaughterhouses in the 
District under the supervision of the health department, which were 
inspected 91 times, and the following animals were inspected at the 
time of slaughter: Cattle, 42; sheep, 55; calves, 55; hogs, 28. The 
carcasses of 17 cattle and 28 hogs were condemned as unfit for food 
and denatured with oil or tanked. 

It is recommended that a regulation be made requiring all swine 
brought into the District of Columbia for breeding purposes or 
slaughter be accompanied by a health certificate issued by an official 
veterinarian, stating that they are free from all infections or com- 
municable diseases. 

It is recommended that section 12a of an ordinance to prevent the 
sale of unwholesome food in the District be amended so as to provide 
that no market, store, hotel, or stall where food is offered for sale and 
sold shall be established, maintained, or continued without a certifi- 
cate from the health officer that the premises are in a sanitary condi- 
tion and suited to the conduct of such business. 

It is recommended that an ordinance be made requiring the em- 
ployees of establishments where food is prepared and offered for sale 
and sold to pass a medical examination before being employed. 

It is further recommended that all dealers, whether m inclosed or 
uninclosed markets, stores, or stands where meats, fruits, or other 
foods are offered for sale, be required to properly protect such foods 
from flies, dust, and insects by glass or screens. 

It is further recommended that a regulation be made requiring 
bakeries and confectionery stores to be licensed and that before said 
license is granted that the said bakery or confectionery store be ap- 
proved by the health officer. 

It is recommended that a special fund be appropriated solely for 
the purpose of purchasing food samples for examination by the 
chemical laboratory.

MISCELLANEOUS SAMPLES. 

Butter. — Twenty-seven samples out of 147 of butter examined were 
found to be misbranded. This is a big improvement on the per- 
centage of samples found misbranded in previous years. 

Candy and coffee. — Forty-five samples of candy and 37 samples of 
coffee were examined during the year, all of which were found to con- 
form to the standards for these materials, and were free from harmful 
impurities. 

Lard. — Nine of 47 samples of lard examined were found to be mis- 
branded. The violation was chiefly due to the presence of vegetable 
and animal fat3 in these products. 

Hamburger steaks. — Two samples of hamburger steak out of the 
22 samples examined were found to contain the preservative sul- 
phurous acid. 

Oysters. — Fifty-seven samples of oysters were analyzed, 14 of 
which were found to contain added watar. 

Vinegar. — In a total of 58 samples of vinegar, 23 did not conform 
to the standard, being low in acid content. 

Drugs. — Thirty-five samples of tincture of iodine were examined, 
6 found to be below the standard, while 9 samples of citrate of 
magnesia and 1 sample of milk of magnesia out of 27 and 10 samples, 
respectively, examined of these materials were below the pharma- 
copoeia standard. 

rolice department. — As in previous years, considerable time has 
been spent in making' examinations of samples submitted by the 
police department. These examinations during the past year have 
consisted principally in testing materials for poisons and making 
analyses of liquids for their alcoholic content.

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REPORT OF SEBOLOGIST.

Sir: I have the honor to submit the following report relative to 
the activities of the biological laboratories during the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1920. The laboratories have examined and reported 
upon 24,071 specimens during this time. 

bacteriological laboratory. 

Diphtheria. — Fourteen thousand four hundred and seventy-seven 
cultures were submitted to the laboratory for the diagnosis of diph- 
theria and for release from quarantine during the fiscal year, the 
number of primary positive cultures being 808, as against 656 for the 
fiscal year 1919. No serious outbreaks occurred in any of the various 
schools and in only three instances in the private institutions. Among 
the primary cases, 179 were carriers and 629 clinical cases. In 11 
cases the B. diphtherias persisted in the throats of the patients for an 
abnormal length of time, and the organisms isolated from such cases 
were tested for their virulence, of which 5 were proven to be of a 
virulent strain. 

The system inaugurated during the preceding fiscal year, whereby 
this department assumes the responsibility for culturing cases for 
release from quarantine, has worked out to great advantage. In nu- 
merous instances wherein negative cultures have been obtained from 
recovering clinical cases further culturing has shown the throats to 
contain the diphtheria bacillus. 

Tuberculosis. — Of the 1,213 specimens of sputum received in the 
laboratory for the diagnosis of tuberculosis 287 were found to contain 
the tubercle bacillus. It is surprising that in a city of nearly a half 
million inhabitants so few suspected sputa were submitted. No 
doubt other laboratories have examined specimens upon which 
diagnoses were made, but it is remarkable nevertheless that the 
facilities placed at the command of the practitioners are not more 
generally used, unless it be the case that reports are made based on 
diagnosis by clinical findings and Roentgen-ray photographs without 
the support of laboratory findings. It might be advantageous to 
require all laboratories to make report to this department of any 
positive findings of tuberculosis which they make. 

Typhoid f( ver. — Specimens to the number of 366 have been received 
and tested by the Widal reaction for the diagnosis of typhoid fever. 
Of these. 42 gave a positive and 324 a negative reaction. Of the 31 
specimens of urine and feces examined but 1 showed the presence 
of the B. typhosus. This was in a person only recently arrived from 
another city. 
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Malaria. — Smears from the peripheral blood of 168 patients were 
examined for the presence of the malarial parasite and found to be 
present in only 3 instances. These patients were all living on the 
outskirts of the District. 

Bathing pools. — Five hundred and two specimens were collected 
from the various bathing pools and analyzed bacteriologically during 
the year. From the results obtained the bacteriologist has worked 
out a new system for adding disinfectants to the pools, and by means 
of the cooperation of the persons in charge of them has been able to 
raise the standard of their purity to a considerable extent. There 
is still room for improvement, however, and the work will be con- 
tinued with that end in view. 

Wills and water supplies. — As in previous years, a regular survey 
of the public wells has been made, as well as analyses of private 
sources of water supply, the latter being done at the request of tenants 
or owners of property. The results of the 218 analyses thus made 
have been brought to your attention from time to time by means of 
special reports. 

M.Ik and cream. — A great deal more work has been done during the 
fiscal year than ever before on the milk supply of the District, not 
only as it comes from the farm but also at various stages of its 
progress through the pasteurizing plants and at the time of its 
delivery to the consumer. A complete survey was made of all the 
pasteurizing plants during the last calendar year, and another is 
being made this year for purposes of comparison in regard to the 
• effect on the milk of temperature at the different seasons of the year.. 
The surveys are most complete, three samples being taken from the 
milk of each shipper as it reaches the plant, samples taken at each 
successive step in pasteurization in the plants on different days and 
on the days following the plant surveys, specimens of the product of 
the plant under observation are taken on the street or at the time of 
delivery to the consumer. Detailed reports of these surveys have 
been forwarded to the chief food inspector as they have been com- 
pleted. 

There were 3,769 samples of milk analyzed during the year, which 
number is greater by 85.7 per cent than in any previous years' work* 
Fourteen samples were tested for the presence of the B. tuberculosis. 

Miscellaneous examinations. — Grouped under this heading are 
various and sundry tests performed at the request of the heads of 
the various bureaus of the department and others to determine the 
bacterial content of specimens of ice, ice cream, straining cloths 
from dairy farms, flavoring sirups from soda fountains, chewing 
gum, patent medicines, and foodstuffs. Included, also, are a num- 
ber of tests of the virulence of the B. diphtherise from carriers and 
patients suffering from diphtheria, samples of butter for determina- 
tion of the presence of B. anthracis and B. tuberculosis, and of water 
for the determination of the presence of the B. typhosus. Upon the 
completion of the several examinations special reports have gone 
forward showing the results obtained. 

SEROLOGICAL LABORATORY. 

Complement fixation tests. — An increase is noted in the number of 
specimens of blood submitted for the Wassermann reaction during 
the year, there being 1,977 tests performed in that time, as against 
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612 for the year ending June 30, 1919. Of the total number tested, 
406 gave -positive reactions and 1,571 reacted negatively. 

Through the courtesy of the commanding officer of the Naval 
Medical School, the laboratories of that institution checked the reac- 
tion of 256 sera by their technic, which had been previously tested in 
this laboratory. The two laboratories were at variance in only 14 
cases, all 14 showing some degree of inhibition of haemolysis by our 
technic and either negative or doubtful in their hands. All but two of 
these sera were from patients undergoing treatment for syphilis and 
in the fading reaction the positive persisted longer, apparently, by 
the technic employed in this laboratory than in the one in use by 
them. The percentage of difference of results is really; most remark- 
ably small and speaks well for the accuracy of the technic and reagents 
in use in both places. 

Diagnosis of gonorrhea. — Examinations of 748 smears submitted 
showed 127 to contain the causative organism of gonorrhea. Of the 
three smears made from the discharging eyes in the new born, two 
proved to be suffering from gonorrheal ophthalmia. 

Meningitis. — Cultures from the nasopharynx of 54 patients suffer- 
ing from epidemic meningitis or from persons who had been in con- 
tact with such cases all proved negative for the meningococcus. 

Pneumococcus typing. — During the fiscal year 1919 preparations 
were made for the examination of transudates and exudates for the 
pneumococcus and determination of its type if present. During that 
year only nine such specimens were submitted and in the fiscal year 
just ended only three were sent to the laboratory. 

Diphtheria antitoxin. — There were dispensed during the fiscal year 
136 syringes containing 10,000 units each, 198 syringes of 5,000 units 
each, and 51 syringes of 1,000 units each of diphtheria antitoxin for 
use in the cases of patients unable to pay for the same. 

Typhoid vaccine. — But a very few persons have availed themselves 
of the opportunity and been vaccinated against typhoid fever. About 
1 Of, 000 immunizing doses are kept on hand, prepared and proven 
potent according to the standards of the Hygienic Laboratory of the 
United States Public Health Service. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

1. I would direct the attention of the health officer to the very 
few specimens submitted for the purpose of pneumococcus typing. 
The technic of this test requires that there shall be kept on hand 
white mice, as well as fresh and potent antisera of the four principal 
types of the pneumococcus. From the fact that only two physi- 
cians have used this particular service of the laboratory, I would 
respectfully suggest that its discontinuance would work no hardship 
on the physicians and conserve time and money which might be 
used to better advantage otherwise. 

2. I wish to offer the following plan for consideration, which I 
think will add to the efficiency of the department and simplify the 
work by the elimination of duplication: I would recommend that the 
three laboratories — chemical, bacteriological, and serological — be 
placed under the immediate supervision of a technically trained man, 
who shall be director of the laboratories. He shall be responsible 
for the allotment and accuracy of the work, the forwarding of special 
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reports to the various bureau heads, the purchase of all supplies and 
equipment; in short, be all that the title implies. As is now the 
case, the chemist is responsible to the chief food inspector, whose 
work necessarily takes him outside the building so much that it is a 
physical impossibility for him to give the laboratory more than a 
small portion of his time. This criticism applies also to the chief of 
the contagious-disease service, who has the title of director of the 
bacteriological -laboratory. But he is that in name only, for during 
nine months of the year his duties are such that he has no time even 
to come into the laboratory, let alone direct* it. Many things are in 
common use in the three laboratories which, if they could be pur- 
chased under the direction of one head, would lessen considerably 
the clerical work involved not onlv in this office, but in that of the 
purchasing officer as well — no small item. I know that the statutes 
now in force prevent this being done, but I am sure that the legisla- 
tive bodies could be shown that a change in the statutes would be 
constructive, and earnestly recommend that the matter be brought 
to their attention with that end in view. 

3. It is an utter impossibility to manufacture diphtheria antitoxin 
on a small scale as cheaply as it can be purchased in the open market. 
The antitoxin propagatedby the department thus far has cost 37 cents 
per thousand units, whereas it may be purchased from any number 
of reliable biological manufacturers at about 15 cents per thousand 
units. I strongly recommend the system of purchase against that of 
a pure waste of public money in trying to manufacture this standard 
product on a small scale. It is not a question of purity, as the out- 

Eut of every private manufacturer in the United States is controlled 
y the hygienic laboratory, and all products must conform to their 
specifications.

Violations of the laws and regulation for the prevention and 
abatement of nuisances were reported in 12,452 instances. Action 
was taken to correct the condition found, and 12,030 were corrected 
prior to the close of the fiscal year. The difference (422) represents 
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the number of cases for which notices were outstanding. There 
were 28 complaint? outstanding at the close of the year. Approxi- 
mately 72,687 official visits were made by the sanitary inspection 
service during the year. 

Prosecutions. — There were 54 cases pending in the police court at 
the end of the last fiscal year. Informations were filed in the police 
court against 883 persons, charging violation of the laws and regu- 
lations relating to the public health, exclusive of the smoke law. 
The cases were disposed of as follows: Nolle-pros was entered in 
729 cases; personal bonds were taken in 3 cases; collateral for- 
feited in 129 cases; defendants acquitted in 5 cases; fines imposed 
in 7 cases. There were 64 cases pending at the close of the fiscal 
year. The amount of fines and collateral was $720. The same 
system prevailed this year as has prevailed for several previous 
years, the assistant corporation counsel entering a nolle-pros 
whenever the nuisances for the maintenance of which the defend- 
ants were charged having been abated before the cases were called 
to trial, although not abated until after the cases had been sub- 
mitted for prosecution. Inspectors' time spent in the police court 
amounted to 143 working days. 

Abatement of nuisances under assessment system. — Under the 
assessment system, 430 notices were served on nonresident owners 
for the abatement of nuisances on property owned by them in the 
District of Columbia. In all but 7 cases these nuisances were abated 
by the owners without the necessity of action by the commissioners. 
The 7 cases in which the abatement was not done by the owners the 
District caused the necessary work to be done at a cost of $98.51, 
which was assessed as a tax against the property on which the 
nuisance existed. 

Printing offices. — During the year 184 inspections were made of 
printing offices, an average of 1.2 times for each office. Composing 
rooms received particular attention. 

Stables, barber shops, laundries, privies, fowl and pigeon houses, 
and sewage-disposal systems.— Stables, barber shops, laundries, 
privies, fowl and pigeon houses, and sewage-disposal systems were 
registered during the year, as shown in the table on page 26. 

Stables. — During the year 679 inspections were made and 106 
nuisances discovered, the average being 0.66 times. 

Barber shops. — During the year 1,823 inspections of barber shops 
were made, an average frequency of 2.87 times for each barber shop. 

Laundries. — Inspections of laundries during the year numbered 
720. The average frequency of inspections of each laundry was 
0.37 times. 

Privies. — On June 30, 1920, there were registered in the District 
of Columbia approximately 2,657 privies, of which, however, 106 
were in the city of Washington or the suburbs adjacent thereto. 
Fifty-five privies were abolished on notices served by the depart- 
ment; 12 for other causes. There were, however, 2,008 inspections 
of privies, equivalent to the inspection of each privy 0.76 times 
during the year. Eleven cases in which privies were located on 
land belonging to a nonresident the inspector of plumbing, Engineer 
Department, was requested to have the necessary connections made 
under the assessment system in order that the box privies might be 
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removed. During the present year 10 of these premises have been 
so connect 3d. Twenty-eisjht permits for the maintenance of privies 
iamporarilv during building operations or other structural work 
were issuea. 

Weeds. — Notices numbering 195 were served during the year 
under the provisions of the weed law, of which 21 were notices under 
the assessment syst3m. In each instance the nonresident owner 
caused the weecb t^ be cut and removed from the property. With 
the present limit3d inspection force at the department's command 
it is physically impossible to enforce this law in anything like a 
substantial manner. 

Smoke inspections. — The work done in this service for the fiscal 
year 1920 is set forth in detail in the following table:

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Medical work, — The total number of patients examined during the 
year was 842, a substantial increase over the previous year. The 
number of positive cases was 316, of which J. 08, or practically 35 
per cent were in the incipient stage of the disease. The importance 
of diagnosing tuberculosis early is universally recognized, and it is 
worthy of special comment that so large a percentage 'of our positive 
cases were incipient. 

Social service work. — During the year the three graduate nurses 
connected with the clinic made 5,384 instructive visits to patients' 
homes and 199 nursing visits w T ere made. The slight decrease in 
visits made as compared to the previous year was due in part to 
illness of the nursing staff and in part to the detailing of one of our 
nurses to work with the social hygiene clinic. 

X-ray department. — There has been a decided increase in the work 
of this department. There were 430 X-ray pictures made of patients 
during the year, as compared to 160 pictures the previous year, an 
increase of nearly 300 per cent. While this means that over 50 per 
cent of all cases examined were X-rayed, the method is of such great 
aid to diagnoses that I would urge strongly the advisability of in- 
creasing rather than decreasing the work of this department.

Sir: I have the honor to hand you herewith a brief report relative 
to the vital statistics of the District of Columbia for the calendar 
year 1919, comprised chiefly in the accompanying tables. 

Population. — The population of the District of Columbia according 
to the police census of 1919 was 455,428. The white population was 
340,796 and the colored 114,632. This shows an increase since the 
census of two years ago of 59,481. The increase among the white 
race was 47,467, among the colored 12,014. 

General mortality. — Deaths from all causes during the calendar 
year 1919 numbered 6,372, of which 4,100 were white persons and 
2,272 of African descent. The white deaths indicate a death rate for 
the year of 12.03, the colored deaths a rate 19.82. The general rate 
per 1,000 of population was 13.99, and is lower than has ever pre- 
viously been recorded in the history of the department. The respec- 
tive rates for the previous year — 20.02, 31.74, and 22.96 — are inserted 
here, not so much for the purpose of comparison as to show the 
influence that the severe epidemic of influenza and pneumonia 
during 1918 had upon the death rate of the District.

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Mortality in relation to age. — The average age at death of all 
decedents during 1919 was 42 years 11 months and 13 days, an 
increased age at death of 3 years 7 months and 14 days over 1918. 
The average age of the white decedents was 46 years 6 months and 
12 days; that of the colored decedents was 36 years 5 months and 
27 days. The average age of the females exceeded the males by 2 
years 1 month and 1 day. The average age of the white females 
exceeded the age of white males by 3 years 4 months and 7 days, and 
that of the colored females was 1 year 2 months and 25 days in excess 
of the colored males. The white males lived 9 years 1 month and 
14 days longer than the colored males, and the white females 11 
years 2 months and 26 days longer than the colored females.

Infant mortality. — There were 702 deaths during 1919 of infants 
who had not completed the first year of life. This indicates a return 
to the consistent decline in the death rate of infants at this age period 
observed since 1900, with the exception of last year, when there was 
an increase, attributable presumably to the epidemic of influenza. 
Twenty years ago 1,344 babies less than 1 year of age died; in 1919 
there was, therefore, a decline of nearly 48 per cent. 

In 1900, 282 infants out of every 1,000 reported births died before 
reaching the age of 1 year. In 1919 only 85 per 1,000 births died at 
that age. Had the death rate of 1900 prevailed in 1919, 2,321 would 
have (Tied instead of 702, as the records show. 

The number of deaths of infants under 1 year of age and the number 
of registered births since 1900, together with the death rate based 
upon reported births for the years mentioned, is shown in the follow- 
ing table:

Suicides. — The number of suicides occurring in the District of 
Columbia during the calendar year 1919 was 56, of which 50 were 
white people and 6 colored. The methods employed by these 
unfortunates were as follows: Firearms, 17; illuminating gas, 14; 
poisons of various kinds, 10; hanging, 7; cutting instruments, 4; 
drowning, 2; jumping from high places and use of chloroform, 1 
each. 
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Homicides, — Sixty-one homicides were committed during 1919; 28 
^were white and 33 colored. 

Accidents and negligence. — Two hundred and eighty-three persons 
met death through accidents, of which 204 were white and 79 colored. 
Of this number 64 were automobile accidents. Thirty-five were due 
to accidental falls, 31 to drowning, 29 each to illuminating gas and 
burns, 21 to street car accidents, 10 each to steam railroad accidents 
and poisons of various kinds, and 8 to elevator accidents. 

Births and stillbirths recorded, — Eight thousand two hundred and 
thirty-one live births were registered, of which 5,964 were white 
children and 2,267 were of African descent. Stillbirths registered 
were 528; 222 were white, 244 were colored, and 62 were of unknown 
race. Ten white stillbirths and 65 colored were reported as illegiti- 
mate, and 63 were recorded of which the marital relation of the 
parents was unknown. 

— The fol- 
lowing statement shows the mortality in the District of Columbia and 
the morbidity of certain reportable contagious diseases during the 
first six months of 1920, with corresponding figures for the first six 
months of 1919, together with deaths due to other diseases and deaths 
due to violence.
